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S.G.W.U. SPRING CONVOCATION JUNE 2; 
3 CANADIANS HONORED & FIRST ENGINEERS TO BE GRADUATED 


Sir George Williams University will honor three distinguished Canadians and confer 
its first Bachelor of Engineering degree at its annual spring Convocation, 
Sunday June 2 at 3:00 p.m. at the Maurice Richard Arena. 


Chancellor Fraser F. Fulton announced that degrees of Doctor of Laws, honoris 
causa will be conferred upon: 


Lionel Boulet, director of Hydro-Quebec's Research Institute; 


Dr. James Robbins Kidd, head of the Division of Adult Education, 
the Ontario Institute for Studies in Education, 


Samuel H. Schecter, founding associate of Westmount Life Insurance 
Company. 


The Convocation address will be delivered by Mr. Boulet. He will speak to a 
class of some 900 graduates, among which will be 40 of the University's first 
engineers. 


Mr. Boulet was educated at Laval University and the University of Illinois. 

He taught for several years at Laval, becoming chairman of the Department of 
Electrical Engineering in 1954. He joined Hydro-Quebec in 1964 as a consultant 
and was named Technical Advisor to the General Manager one year later. He was 
named chairman of the Committee on Research of the Corporation of Professional 
Engineers of Quebec in 1967. 


Dr. Kidd, a graduate of Sir George Williams University, is one of the leading 
international figures in adult education. He also studied at McGill and 
received a doctorate in education from Teachers College, Columbia University, 

in 1947. He held various positions with the YMCA in Montreal, Ottawa and 

New York from 1935 to 1947, and was associate director and director of the Canadian 
Association for Adult Education from 1947 to 1961. From 1961 to 1965 he was 
secretary-treasurer of both the Humanities Research and the Social Science 
Research Councils of Canada, and executive secretary of the Overseas Institute 

of Canada. Before joining the Ontario Institute for Studies in Education, he was 
consultant to the University of Rajasthan, Jaipur, India, supported by the 
Colombo Plan. From 1961 to 1966 he was chairman of UNESCO's International 
Committee for the Advancement of Adult Education. Among Dr. Kidd's many 
publications (several appearing in eight languages) are Adult Education in the

Canadian University (Canadian Association for Adult Education, 1956), 

How Adults Learn (Association Press, 1959), Financing Continuing Education 
(Scarecrow Press, 1962), and Learning and Society (Canadian Association for 
Adult Education, 1963). 


Mr. Schecter, a life member of the life underwriters' Million Dollar Round 
Table, is well known in the insurance field. It was his vision and resourcefulness 
which initiated Sir George's permanent Collection of Art. He held the 
enthusiastic belief that the University ought to have its own art collection 
and galleries. Since 1962, the Collection has grown to some 250 works, with 
emphasis on Canadian art, which are displayed throughout the year in the Hall 
Building galleries. Mr. Schecter is a member of the art Selection Committee. 
In 1958 he was Canadian delegate to UNESCO's East-West cultural mission to 
Japan. With Montreal photographer Gaby, he spent six weeks in the Soviet Union 
in 1959 as journalist. That trip, sponsored by Weekend Magazine was the first 
time a Western journalist had interviewed many of Russia's leading citizen's 

in their homes. As concert manager and artists’ musical representative, Mr. 
Schecter has managed some of the world's great musicians, among whom are 

George London, Lauritz Melchior, Jose Iturbi, the New York City Opera Company, 
Zimbalist, and Jacques Thibault.

Monsieur Boulet étudia a l'Université Laval et a l'Université d'Illinois. Durant 
plusieurs années, il enseigna a Laval et en 1954, devenait Directeur du département 
en génie électronique. En 1964, il était au service de 1'Hydro-Québec comme 
conseiller et un an plus tard, était nommé conseiller technique au Directeur général. 
En 1967, 11 fut nommé Directeur du Comité de Recherche de la Corporation des 
Ingénieurs Professionnels du Québec. 


Le Docteur James Robbins Kidd, dipldmé de l'Université Sir George Williams, est 
l'un des chefs internationaux en matiére d'éducation des adultes. I1 étudia 
également A l'Université McGill et en 1947, recevait du Teachers College, 
Université Columbia, un doctorat en éducation. De 1935 a 1947, il a tenu divers 
postes au YMCA de Montréal, d'Ottawa et de New York et de 1947 a 1961, i1 fut 
i'assistant-directeur et directeur de 1'Association Canadienne de 1'Education 

des Adultes. De 1961 &@ 1965, il fut secrétaire-trésorierdes Humanities Research 
and the Social Science Research Councils of Canada, et secréta@ire exécutif du 
Overseas Institute of Canada. Avant de se joindre & l'Ontario Institute for 
Studies in Education, il a agit a titre de conseiller a l'Université de Rajasthan, 
Jaipur, Inde et ceci, appuyé par le plan Colombo. De 1961 4 1966, il fut Directeur

Monsieur Samuel H. Schecter est membre du Million Dollar Round Table et donc
